Judge Tucker believes Mr, Lamar 
to be unsond upon questions relat- 
ing to the rights and interests of 
labor, and calls upon the represen- 
atives of labor to see toit “that no 
retuiner of the great corporations, 
no enemy of the men, women and 
children who work for wages, up 
on or in the vicinity of machinery, 
shall take the vacant seat as the 
nintb judge on the United States 
Supreme Bench.’’ 

Judge Tucker recites at some 
length the decisions of thé: courts 
upou what is known as the “Fel- 


low Servant question,’ showing 
that in some States an employer is 
not responsible in any case for 
damages for injury received by an 
employe, while ia other S‘ates a 
nere liberal rule prevails. He 
refers to the decisions in Mr. La- 
mars own State, Miesissippi, 
where, as far back as 1857, a 


| statute was enacted providing that 


“every railroad company shall be 
liable for all damages which may 
be sustained by any person in cun- 
sequence of the neglect or mis 

mauagement of any ot their agents, 
engineers or clerks.”’ 

In 1873(io the case oi Hughes vs. 

R. R. Co., 49 Miss, Reports, p. 258 
the Mississippi Supreme VUourt 

declared that ** any person” did 
not mean avy person beipg an em- 
pleye or servant, but only any 
person being a stranger. This is 
characterized as ‘‘ judge made law, 
and the language of a eubsequent 

decision of the same court is also 


given ( McDowell va. BR. BR. Co. | 


61 Miss. Reports p. 519), where, 
ir 1884, it was declared that “this 
court considers it the better pol- 


to recover.” 

Jadge Tucker argues that. Mr 
Lamar, from his great prominence 
in -Miesissipp1,-and from his nev— 
er having raised bis voice against 
these decisions, would ve ‘essari-. 
ly take his seat on the Supreme 
Beach to up hold the law as - laid 
down by these Misuasippi jadges.’ 
And how s‘and: the United States 
Supreme Court? That triounal 
has in 1884, “by the yote of five 
jadges against four, favored the 
awarding of damages to. employe,

Judge Tucker remarks that it 


‘will be worth millions of dollars 


of profit to railroad corporation, 
rail and factory owners, etc., aud 
an equal loss to the work people if 
such a judge should bave the cas 
ting vote inthe Supreme Court. 
He asked Messrs, Powderly. and 
Artbur, as the official headsof or 
anized constituencies most dee 
2 interested, to hold Lucius Q. C, 
Lamar responsible for the decision 
of the courtsof his State, and to 
remonstrate positively and effec- 
tually against his confirmation as 
a judge. 
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
